TELLING POINTS MADE IN AD- 
DRESSES AT PUBLIC MEETING 
AT ROYAL THEATRE. 


At a well-atteqded public meeting 
at the Royal Theatre on Thursday 
evening, Judge E. E. Cunningham 
roused his hearers to enthusiastic 
applause by a convincing address 
favoring all three of the proposed 
bond issues. 

From the subject of insurance, the 
one topic assigned him, Judge Cun¬ 
ningham evolved unanswerable argu¬ 
ments, based on actual figures, prov¬ 
ing conclusively that the saving 
effected on fire insurance by the in¬ 
stallation of a flje alarm system and 
a city hall in which to house it, would 
pay the entire principal of the bonds 
within thirteen years. He also 
touched on the sewer bond question 
and made an appeal for fair play to 
the voters of the community by ask¬ 
ing them to remember that when the 
sewers were built in the residential 
section of the ctiy the factory inter- 1 
ests paid 60 per cent of their cost, 
and that 70 per cent of the cost of the 
new sewer system would be borne by 
the same interests. 

Oratory and Music. 

The program of speeches was punc¬ 
tuated throughout with excellent 
vocal selections by local talent who 
had volunteered to do their feminine 
bit toward making the meeting inter¬ 
esting and entertaining. Miss Helen 
Carmody, Miss Bridgewater and Mrs. 
Hyland each rendered vocal solos, ac¬ 
companied by Miss Mary Carmody, all 
of which were loudly encored.. The 
vocal solo of Miss Rue Clifford, with 
Miss Viola Hein at the piano, received 
the same enthusiastic applause. G. 
Werner, architect of the city hall, 
went into details of the construction 
of the building. 

City Attorney Coleberd, called on 
at the last momoment as a proxy for 
City Clerk William J. Smith, who sent 
word that indisposition made it im¬ 
possible for him to be present, in a 
rousing talk challenged the opposition 
to appear publicly and enter into a 
debate or advance any logical argu¬ 
ments against the election. Taking 1 
ridicule as his weapon, he scored the 
selfishness of whatever opponents the 1 
election might have and declared that 1 
they had attempted wilfully to mis¬ 
lead the voters by the dissemination - 
of erroneous figures as to the cost to 
the taxpayer. He concluded by pro¬ 
ducing figures compiled from the 
records of the Tax Collector, showing * 
that the cost to the average home 1 
owner would never exceed 1 cent per 1 
day. t

It was the 
first move made in this county to ob¬ 
tain higher pay for instructors in the 
public schools. 

Supervisor W. H. Brown told the 
board that he was hearily in favor 
of raising the salaries of the teachers, 
and Supervisor John MacBain told 
them that he thought that the salaries 
. of all the teachers in the county 
| should be raised to that minimum. 
According to Brown, ihe increase 
j could be met with an additional 8 1 
cents on the present school tax. The 
Supervisors merely discussed the 
!• matter, however, and action was post¬ 
poned to some later meeting.

knew him in a business and social 
■way, 

Mr. Lilienthal was vice-president 
and general counsel for the South 
San Francisco Land and Improvement 
Company, for twenty-five years ho 
was a director of the Western Meat 
Company and closely associated with 
many of the enterprises of South San 
Francisco. 

Masses of flowers, as sweet s^nd 
beautiful as the character of the man 
to whose memory they were sent as a 
tribute, were banked in great profu¬ 
sion about the altar of the Temple 
Emanu-El on Thursday when the final 
rites over the body were held in the 
1 presence of sorrowing acquaintances, 
friends and relatives. 

Every foot of available space was 
filled by the hundreds of citizens from 
' r B walks of life who came to pay 
their final respects. 

The services began with a funeral 
dirge played by Organist Wallace 
Sabin. Relatives of the dead magnate 
filed silently and with bowed heads 
into the temple. They were followed 
closely by the honorary pallbearers 
led by Rabbi Meyer and Cantor Reu¬ 
ben R. Rinder.

I knew Jesse W. Lilienthal for the 
past twenty-five years. As counsel 
for the Land Company during that en¬ 
tire period his record shows a clean 
sheet, the company never became in¬ 
volved in any litigation and he never 
permitted a foreclosure on a single 
unfortunate defaulter on a lot pur¬ 
chasing contract. He was a staunch 
believer in the great future of South 
San Francisco, ardently advocated 
any move for its development and 
backed hi^ belief in many financial 
transactions. He is a serious loss to 
this community. 

The splendid Catholic edifice in this 
city was made possible through the 
active efforts of Jesse W. Lilienthal. 

Of little affairs he was never 
negligent. Among the many in¬ 
stances in this community, I will recite 
but one. Tom Barrett, a well-known 
conductor on our street cars for 
years, had a crippled ankle which 
compelled him to lose nearly half of 
his working time, and when Mr. 
Lilienthal’s attention was called to 
the fact, he not only made a thor¬ 
ough investigation but placed Barrett 
in a new position where he could 
work full time. 

I heard a lady in this community 
say that the setting in Mr. Lllinethal’s 
passing was the most perfect transla¬ 
tion ever witiessed in modern times. 
Every creed and every class were 
mourners at his bier and the beautiful 
tributes paid to Jesse W. Lilienthal in 
public and at home firesides attest the

struction and completion of a city hall 
for said City of South San Francisco, 
Including the grading of the Civic 
Center site; that the cost of said 
munic pal improvements will be too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary 
annal income and revenue of said City 
of South San Francisco, and will, in 


Section III. That the estimated cost 
or the municipal improvement first 
above described, to-wit: the acquisition, 
construction and completion of a city 
hall and the grading of the Civic Center 
site in said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, is Eighty-four Thousand Dollars 
($84,000.00), and that the cost thereof 
is and will be too great to be paid out 
of the ordinary annual income and 
revenue of said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco; that the amount of the principal 
indebtedness to be incurred therefor is 
Eighty-four Thousand Dollars ($84,- 
000.00); that the rate of interest to be 
paid on said indebtedness shall be five 
(5) per cent per annum, and that said 
interest shall be payable semi-annually. 

Section IV. That the estimated cost 
of the proposed municipal improvement 
second above described, to-wit, the ac¬ 
quisition, construction and completion 
of a system of sewers for that portion 
of said City of South San Francisco 
lying on the easterly side of the west¬ 
erly boundary line of San Bruno Road, 
is Thirty-five Thousand Dollars ($35,- 
000.00), and that the cost thereof is and 
will be too great to be paid out of the 
ordinary annual income and revenue of 
said City; that the amount of the prin¬ 
cipal indebtednes to be incurred there¬ 
for is Thirty-five Thousand Dollars 
($36,000.00); that the rate of interest to 
be paid on said- indebtedness shall be 
five (6) per cent per annum, and that 
said interest shall t>e payable semi¬ 
annually. 

Section V. That the estimated cost 
of the proposed municipal improvement 
third above described, to-wit, the ac¬ 
quisition, construction and completion 
of a system of fire alarm telegraph 
apparatus for said City of South San 
Francisco, is Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00), and that the cost thereof 
is and will be too great to be paid out 
of the ordinary annual income and 
revenue of said City; that the amount 
of the principal indebtedness to be in¬ 
curred therefor is Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00); that the rate of interest 
to be paid on said indebtedness shall be 
five (6) per cent per annum, and that 
said interest shall be payable semi¬ 
annually. 

Section VI. .And It is further ordained 
and ordered As follows: 

(a) That bonds of said City of South 
San Francisco to the amount of Eighty- 
four Thousand Dollars ($84,000.00) 
shall be Issued and sold to pay for the 
acquisition, construction and completion 
of a city hall and the grading of said 
Civic Center site; provided said proposi¬ 
tion of incurring said indebtedness for 
said purpose first above set out, so sub¬ 
mitted at said specinl election, shall 
receive the requisite number of votes, 
to-wit, the affirmative votes of two- 
thirds of all the qualified voters voting 
at said special election. 

(b) That bonds of said City of South 
San Francisco to the amount of Thirty- 
five Thousand Dollars ($35,000.00) shall 
be issued and sold to pay for the ac¬ 
quisition. construction and completion 
by said City of South San Francisco of 
a system of sewers for that part of said 
City lying on the easterly side of the 


Francisco Land and Improvement 
Company; running thence easterly and 
northeasterly along the northerly 
boundary line of the said 440.91 acre 
tract of the South San Francisco Land 
and Improvement Company to the point 
where said last mentioned boundary 
line is intersected by the center line of 
Olive Avenue in the City of South San 
Francisco; thence southerly on and 
along the said center line of Olive Ave¬ 
nue to the center line of Armour 
Avenue; thence southeasterly, on and 
along the center line of Armour Avenue 
to the center line of Linden Avenue;

Jesse W. Lilienthal, lawyer, hanker, philanthropist and 
friend of humanity, is dead, and South San Francisco, the 
city which he had taken into his great heart, the community 
whose social and business advancement he watched and en- 
couraged with a zealous eye and helping hand, will miss him 
sorely. 

All that there was of ills life lias faded into the night of 
endless sleep; Its sweetness and noblbllty, its power and its 
purity, hut the memory of the worthy deeds done by this he- 
loved man now dead will live forever. 

No bronze or marble shaft, no splendor of ancient or 
modern tombs, and no play of immortal genius will be re- 
(mired to adorn the memory of Jesse Lilienthal in South San 
Francisco. His life, his deeds, ills intluence, living and dead, 
and his pure aspirations will lie the monuments that will 
keep his name burning in the hearts and homes of those who 
knew him best and loved him most. 

He walked hand in hand with God. Conscience guided 
his every act. He was a model of mental industry, strictly 
honest in every service which he rendered. His true worth 
was never realized until he was taken from us. 

Jesse Lilienthal, a Jew, died with the name of Providence 
upon his lips while making a stirring appeal for the drive 
for funds for St. Ignatius Catholic College. His last words 
were: 

“At this time of unrest and discord apparent throughout 
tlie world I can tlfink of no organization better prepared to 
serve humanity than the Roman Catholic Church. This is a 
time for one country, one tlag and one God.” 

The memory of that last message will be forever indeli- 
lily impresed upon the heart of humanity.

United States Shipping Board’s sea ei 
training program on the Pacific Coast. 
Avila declared to-day that thousands + 
of men are needed at once to man 4 
new ships in the great American mer- $ 
chant marine. ** 

California is expected to furnish 14 
merchant ships with 500 sea recruits 4 
during the month of June. Unless 4 
that number come forward without de- 4 
lay the operation of new cargo car- 4 
riers will Jae seriously handicapped. 4 
A vigorous campaign for men is to be 4 
undertaken without delay. 4 

Men who volunteer for sea service | H 
will be assigned to the training ship • 
Iris and given six weeks’ instruction ■ 
in their new duties. The Iris trains • 
recruits as seamen, firemen and • 
stewards. The most acute present 
need is for seamen. 

On graduation from the Iris the 
embryonic* seamen, firemen and 
stewards are assigned to merchant 
ships at the high wages now prevail¬ 
ing in the merchant marine. During 
the training period the men receive 
$30 a month. 

Avila declares the Shipping Board 
promises rupid promotion to the man 
who applies himself. The demand for 
deck and engineer officers is corre- 
| spondingly as great as the need for 
seamen and the ambitious mariner is 
given all possible chance to win a 
license within three years.

Action by Congress on equal suf¬ 
frage—subject of a fight of forty 
years’ duration—ended late Wednes¬ 
day in adoption by the Senate by a 
vote of 56 to 25 of the historic Susan 
B. Anthony constitutional amendment 
resolution. 

The proposed amendment, adopted 
by the House by a vote of 304 to 89, 
May 21, as the first act of the new 
Congress, now goes to the States, rati¬ 
fication by Legislatures of tliree- 
foruths of which is required for its 
incorporation in the Federal Consti¬ 
tution. 

The roll call showed two more than 
the necessary two-thirds for the reso¬ 
lution, which was drafted by Susan B. 
Anthony in 1875 and introduced by 
Senator Sargent of California in 1878. 
Counting paired and absent members, 
the Senate actually stood 66 to 30 for 
the measure. 

Loud Applause Greets 
Announcement of Passage 

Loud applause, unchecked by the 
presiding officer, swept the Senate
